SALT  LAKE  CITY  --  The  Utah  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Food  (UDAF)  is  lifting  any 
advisories  against  using  San  Juan  River  water  for  crop  irrigation  and  livestock  watering. 

Based  on  the  latest  Utah  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  evaluation  of  the  San 
Juan  River  water  sample  data,  Utah  State  University’s  veterinary  toxicologist  reports  the 
river’s  highest  levels  of  contamination  posed  no  adverse  affects  on  plants,  soils  and 
animals,  only  short-term  and  minimal  exposure  risks. 

River  water  sampling  shows  that  the  majority  of  the  mine  contamination  passed  through 
San  Juan  County  on  Tuesday,  August  11. The  UDAF  advises  farmers  and  ranchers  to 
remain  cautious  and  report  any  changes  in  the  health  of  their  crops  and  livestock.
